1600 UTC October 3, 2015 to 2200 UTC October 4, 2015 


The California QSO Party (CQP) is held every 
year on the first weekend of October. The first 
CQP took place in 1966. Since 1974, the North- 
ern California Contest Club (NCCC) has spon- 
sored CQP. CQP has traditionally opened the 
annual contest season by providing an oppor- 
tunity for contesters to prepare for the ARRL No- 
vember Sweepstakes since the format is similar. 


Stations outside of California, worldwide, work 
stations in California only. The 58 counties of CA 
are the multipliers. California stations work all 
stations in or out of CA. The 50 US states and 8 
Canadian areas are the multipliers. Stations 
outside of Canada and the US add to one's QSO 
total but do not count as multipliers. See the full 
set of CQP Rules for more details.

NCCC this year, however, but we’re going to encourage everyone to get on and go for an individual 
award, or support your local club, such as MLDXCC, REDXA, or PL259. If you have never partici- 
pated in SS, this is the time to get a taste of the contest because, in 2016, NCCC wants to go for a 
serious club effort in Sweepstakes. SS-2015 will be the year for one of the clubs to win in the Local 
or Medium Club category. SS-2016 will be NCCC’s year to shine. As Steve says, in his VP article 
this month, what we — the Northern California Contest Club — want to see in 2015 is the total log 
count, from our members to exceed the total log count for PVRC. 


Let me elaborate on that last point. 
In 2014, PVRC had a total of 277 logs submitted for SS. NCCC had 179. SMC had 171. 


Our goal, as NCCC, is to see well over 200 of our members active in SS this year, but also support- 
ing MLDXCC, REDXA or PL259. If we can get over 200 on the air this year, some getting their first 
taste of SS, or perhaps their first taste of the CW or SSB weekend, then we'll consider that a win 
and encouragement for a serious drive to win the gavel in 2016. In SS, it’s all about the number of 
logs submitted. 


The contest that we’re really going to get serious about in the next few months is the RTTY Round- 
up. | think those who have participated in RTTY contests will tell you that it truly is one of the really 
fun contest modes.....once you learn how to set your station up. We're out fora RTTY RU win, and 
to do that we need our members on the air. For those of you have haven't done RTTY in the past, 
we're going to be forming teams to help you get on the air. There will be more to come on this, so 
stay tuned.

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TUBE OF THE MONTH

304TL 


In about 1938, Eimac was experi- 
menting with making more powerful 
tubes by paralleling two or more 
smaller tubes they already had in 
production. The variation between 
tubes was very small so parallel op- 
eration wasn't a problem. The 304T 
was made from four of the 75T tri- 
odes. | don't think it was a big sales 
success at the time, but early in 
WWII with the military need for pow- 
erful tubes, mass production of the 
now designated 304TL had started. 
Several pieces of equipment used 
the 304TL, but it made a good pulse 
modulator for early RADARs and 
eventually hundreds of thousands 
of these tubes were made. 


After WWII, these tubes flooded the 
surplus market. Thousands were 
broken up to get the grid material. 
In early versions, the grids were 
made from a platinum alloy. Hams 
could buy them for less than a dol- 
lar to power their KW amps. With 
the popularity of grounded grid am- 
plifiers in SSB service, the 304TL 
became the source of many con- 
struction articles in ham magazines. 
The example shown is the earliest 
version of the 304T.
